Pennsylvania, which usually ends in 
March. 


In an article in the weekly bulletin 


of the department of forests and 
waters, 
H. 
B. 
Phillips, 
of 
the 


department points* out the Penn- 
sylvania ranks^ fourth 
among the 


states in this industry producing on 
an average 200,000 pounds of sugar 
and 225,000 gallons of syrup annually. 
The value of these -products Ls esti- 
mated at between $500,000 and !?GOO,- 
000. 


During the la.,t three years an aver- 


age of 765,000 maple trees were tap- 
ped in the state Mr. Phillips said. 
The average yield of each tree \vas 
2% pounds of sugar compared with 
two pounds the average yield of the 
trees in the ten states which produce 
96 per cent of the United States' pro- 
duction. 
• Although the northern tier counties 
generally are considered the home of 
the maple sugar industry in Pennsyl- 
vania Somerset county is the leader. 
The 1920 census, the last available on 
the subject, showed this county pro- 
duced 60 per cent of the maple sugar 
and more than one-fourth of thc maple 
syrup made in the state. 


In tapping maple trees from one to 


two holes about one-half an inch in 
diameter and from one to two inches 
in depth are bored into the tree sev- 
eral feet above the 
grounds. 
Into 


these holes are driven spouts called 
•'spiles" i'om which buckets are hung 
to receive the sap as it drips from the 
spouts. When the sap is running well 
about 70 drops flow in the pail each 
minute. 
Each day the pails are 


emptied and taken to the evaporating 
plant or boiling kettle where the sap 
is turned into sugar or syrup.

000. 
During th e la 4 th ree years an av er­ 
age of 765,000 maple trees were ta p ­ 
ped in the state Mr. Phillips said. 
The average yield of each tree was 


2 % pounds of su g ar com pared with 
two pounds the average yield of the 
trees in the ten states which produce 
96 per cent of the U nited S ta te s’ pro­ 
duction. 
Although the n o rth ern tie r counties 
generally are considered the home of 
the maple sugar industry in P e n n sy l-, 
van la Somerset county is the leader. 
The 1920 census, the last available on 
the subject, showed th is county pro­ 
duced 60 per cent of the maple sugar 
and more than one-fourth of the maple 
syrup made in the state. 
In tapping maple trees from one to 
two holes about one-half an inch in 
diameter and from one to two inches 
in depth are bored into the tree sev­ 
eral feet above the 
grounds. 
Into 
these holes are driven spouts called 
“ spiles” lorn which buckets are hung 
to receive tile sap as it drips from the 
spouts. 
Whi n the sap is run ning well 
about 70 drops flow in th e pail each 
minute.

emptied and taken to th e evaporating 
plant or boiling kettle w here the sap 
is turned into su g ar or syrup.

Old Assessment 
Book Uncovered 
Miller High Pressure and 
Balloon Tires and Tubes

Greensburg.—An assessment book 
from Derry township, bearing the date 
of 1804, has been presented to James 
Kell, chief clerk in the office of the 
Westmoreland county commissioners. 
The leave of the old book are brown 
with age, but the writing is plainly 
discernible. J. C. Elder is believed to 
have beer, the assessor for his name 
appears on the inside of the cover. 
Among the entries is one showing 
that “Peter Bellace ow'ned 200 acres 
of land assessed at $1.50 an acre.” An­ 
other page records that one “Jamison 
Coulter had one distillery, two mares 
and two cows, as well as 200 acres of 
land assessed at $2.00 an acre.” From 
the region made famous by the Whis­ 
key Rebellion, 
is a third 
entry' in 
which Abraham 
Fulton is 
credited 
with owning “a distillery, two mares, 
five cows and 300 acres of land.” The 
land was assessed, in this instance, at 
$6 per acre.
